Bishop Gannon Says 
Territory Must Be Open 
For Mutual Relations 


Erie, July 23 —(NC)—An ap- 
peal to Congress and the people 
of the United States to insist up- 
on their rights not to be excluded 
from exerting democratic influence 
on the 250,000,000 people of east- 
ern Europe now under Russian 
‘control, was made by the Most 
Rev. John Mark Gannon, Bishop 
of Erie, in an address at the 
golden jubilee banquet of Sacred 
Heart Commandery, Knights of 
St. John. 


Bishop Gannon declared. ‘And 
our demand is that we be allowed 
to enter the closed territory of 
Eastern Europe and do business 
in the same manner that they 
(the Russians) are allowed to en- 
ter ours and are entering ours. 
We must trust one another. More- 
over, all of us must trust the Pope 
and allow him, the head of the 
Kingdom of God on earth, to deal 
directly with the millions of sous 
throughout the eastern districts 
of Europe.” 


Bishop Gannon advocated resis- 
tance on the part of this nation’s 
leaders in international relations 
to any proposal which detracts 
from the Constitution and from 
the rights guaranteed by this 
country from its foundation. 


The Potsdam Conference, -.he 
said, closely affects our destiny 
as a nation since this country’s 
leaders, meeting with the leaders 


make decisions in problems af- 
fecting finance, trade, and the 
United States Army and Navy. 


“Whatever is done,” the Bishop 
said, “we shall have little to say, 
not even our Congress, in its 
framings, for the decisions will be 
brought back to us after they are 
agreed upon. But this much is 
certain. If they are disappoint- 
ing, America does not have to 
accept them. If they contradict 
the Constitution of the United 
States or the Declaration of In- 
dependence, we and our Congress 
will have no part with them.” 

Regarding the 250,000,000 per- 
sons in eastern Europe under Rus- 
sian control, Bishop Gannon said 
“a soldier line” has been erected 
around the territory, and those 
inside cannot communicate with 
the outside world and “we can- 
not send in a letter or a tele- 
gram.” He said that among the 
250,000,000 were 150,000,000 Cath- 
olics, Bishops, priests and lay- 
men, with whom the Pope cannot 
communicate.

No Catholic Religious Involved 
In Bavaria Asylum Case; Reports 
Declared ‘Grossly Exaggerated’

Kaufbeuren, Bavaria, July 23—(NC)—Officials of the 
Military Government in Bavaria and of the War Crimes 
Commission are now conducting a careful investigation of 
charges recently made that inmates of the local hospital 
for mental patients, among them many children, had been 
disposed of systematically by the nazis through their eutha- 


nasia method. 

Again it can be stated, contrary 
to previous secular reports, that 
not a single Catholic ligious is 
involved in this case. The Fran- 
ciscan Sisters stationed here not 
only have in no way participated 
in the alleged practices, but they 
are not even aware of them. 


“We have not arrested a single 
Sister,” a competent officer of the 
Military Government told me in 
the course of an extended inter- 
view. “Only three persons remain 
under arrest. one of them a lay 


nurse,” he added, “and it appears 
that little substantiation can be 
provided for the rather grossly ex- 
aggerated initial reports on the 
matter.” 

The official report on the findings 
of the War Crimes Commission, 
whose representative is now here, 
is expected shortly. All authori- 
ties deplore the unfortunate im- 
pression created by earlier reports, 
which had been obviously based on

Given In Bavaria 


Express Detestation Of 
| Nazi Crimes, Assert 
German People Deceived 


Munich, Bavaria, July 283—(NC) 
—The first joint pastoral of Ger- 
man Bishops since the war was 
read today from the pulpits of most 
Catholic churches.in Bavaria. The 
document, which béars the signa- 
tures of eight Bavarian Ordinaries, 
led by His Eminence Michael Car- 
dinal von Faulhaber, Archbishop of 
Munich and Freising, was issued on 
the eve of the Feast of SS. Peter 
and Paul, following the delibera- 
tions of the Bavarian Hierarchy 
during their recent meeting at 
Eichstaett. His Excellencey the 
Most Rev. Cesare Orsenigo, Apos- 
tolic Nuncio to Germany, attended 
the meeting. 


In addition to Cardinal Faul- 
haber, the Bishops of Augsburg, 
Bemberg, Eichstaett, Passau, Re- 
gensburg, Speyer and Wuerzburg 
signed the important document. 


“It is our fond hope and the 
object of our fervent prayers that 
God may grant us a true, just, hap- 
py and lasting peace, in order that 
the terrible war may end not with 
a brittle peace that lacks intrinsic 
honesty and justice” and could, 
therefore, last only as long as 
force is maintained.” 


This is the leading sentence in 
the opening paragraphs of the pas- 
toral, which then takes up the dis- 
cussion of the false philosophies 
that led to this war. 

War Against Religion 

“Parts of the human race,” the 
|pastoral says, “among them un- 
fortunately and as prominent lead- 
ers the dominating elements of our 
country, have been waging a war 
of life and death against the True 
God, our heavenly Father, and es- 
pecially against our Lord and Sav- 
iour, Jesus Christ, Whose name 
they meant to tear from the hearts 
of men and to eliminate from the 
history of the German people. 

“The German Bishops have is- 
sued severe warnings against the 
heresies and the evil ways of nazi- 
ism from the very beginning,” the 
document continues. “Time and 
again they have pointed out what 
unfortunate consequences this war 
against Christianity and _ the 
Church, against right, liberty and 
truth was bound to entail.

Archdiocese In Service: 
365 Have Died In Action 


Indianapolis, July 23—(NC)—A 
booklet containing the names of 
17,037 men and women of the Arch- 
diocese of Indianapolis who are in 
the armed service has just been 
issued by the Chancery Office. The 
listing was compiled by order of 
the Most Rev. Joseph FE. Ritter, 
Archbishop of Indianapolis. The 
Diocese of Evansville, which was 
established on December 19, 1944, 
is included in the compilation. 

A separate page contains the 
names of 30 priests of the Archdio- 
cese serving with the Army and 
Navy Chaplain Corps. Men of the 
Archdiocese with the armed forces 
total 16,613, and women 424. A 
total of 365 had died in action at 
the time of the cumpilation.

convent chapel for meditation when 
suddenly, the Superior appeared 
accompanied by Germans with 
automatics in their hands. 
Superior told the Religious to go 
into the courtyard because the

Five of the Oblates were singled 
out by the head of the German de- 
tachment, a man named Korff who 
had-a notorious reputation in that 
section for committing atrocities. 
The five were taken into a small 
room for questioning. Korff re- 
moved his coat and rolled up his 
sleeves, then he too went into the 
room. 


Five Priests Tortured 


Later one of the priests came 
out, his face distorted. He walked 
with difficulty, taking short steps 
and leaning on a stick. He had 
been tortured, subjected to ‘the 
bath” to the point of suffocation; 
his feet had been crushed in a 
vice. The other four underwent 
like treatment. 


For three-quarters of an hour 
the Germans searched the convent, 
then Korff reappeared with his 
men. At the bottom of an old cis- 
tern they had discovered some 
cylindrical boxes of the kind used 
to parachute arms. Again all the 
Oblates were assembled. 


“You must know where the arms 
are. If you don’t tell me I’ll shoot 
all of you.” Korff said. 

All the Oblates affirmed that 
they knew fothing about the hid- 
ing lace.

Men Of Faith 


“Whenever this country was in 
trouble, which was often,” Mr, 
Oursler said, “our leaders some- 
how were never men who con- 
sidered themselves geniuses in pol- 
itics, or statecraft, or economics, 
Invariably, in our darkest times, 
our leaders were men of great 
humility and great faith. They 
did not trust merely to their 
brains. The world was just as 
full then as it is full now of evi- 
dence of the folly that can be 
committed by men of intellect. 
During our tribulations we have 
been led by men who trusted in 
Almighty God, loving Him and 
depending on Him, having faith 
that through prayer and submis. 
sion they would be shown the way. 

For a long time, Mr. Oursler 
said, nearly everyone had faith. 
“Then came some very brainy men 
who rejected faith,” he continued. 
“They studied the findings of sci- 
entific investigators and then pro- 
ceeded to build new and false thee 
ories on the uncompleted inves 
tigations of the scientists. Soon 
skepticism in various forms be- 
came fashionable — rationalism, 
materialism, atheism. As_ the 
years went by, some men began 
to teach that only the credulous, 
only the ignorant would swallow 


They mocked the old faith. They 
declared that man had no soul, 
there was no such thing; that the 
universe itself was only chaos, 
which no one had created; there 
wasn’t any Creator.”

Connecticut Supreme 
Court Rules Out Town’s 
Appeal To Escape Tuition 


_ New Haven,. Conn., July 23— 
(NC)—lIn an important decision af- 
fecting the conducting of a public 
school on the premises of a re- 
ligious institution, the Supreme 
Court of the State of Connecticut 
has upheld proceedings brought by 
the City of New Haven to recover 
tuition fees from the Town of Tor- 
rington for children attending a 
public schocl, supported by public 
funds, conducted in a Catholic or- 
phanage. 


The decision ruled out a conten- 
tion of the Town of Torrington that 
the schoo] is not a public school be- 
cause it is conducted and maintain- 
ed in a religious atmosphere for 
“ aildren of one sect,” declaring 
that the fact that all of the chil- 
dren who attend the school are of 
the Catholic Faith is not deter- 
minative of the question. The court 
observed that the statute requires 
that when a child is committed to 
a custodial agency the court shall, 
as far as practicable, select one of 
the same faith as that of the child’s 
parents. 


In the case in question, where 
the pupils were sent to the orphan- 
age from a County home, where 
they had been committed by the 
City Court of Torrington, the de- 
cision said, it was the apparent 
purpose of the New Haven Board 
of Education to bring the school to 
the scholars rather than the schol- 
ars to the school, as it did at the 
orphan asylum, for reasons of con- 
venience and economy. It is undis- 
puted, the decision said, that the 
orphanage school “always has been 
open to any child living in the 
neighborhood, regardless of relig- 
ious faith.” ! 


The decision cited two essentials 
that must be present to constitute 
a school a “public school.” These, 
it said, are that it must remain 
under the exclusive control of the 
State through its constituted au- 
thorities, and it must be free from 
denominational instruction.

Held In Tito’s Concentration Camps

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ugees were obliged to sleep on bare 
floors, the food supply was insuf- 
ficient, and they were badly in need 
of clothing. 

The information received con- 
tained the sad account of one Slo- 
venian Catholic mother’s trials. She 
told how her husband, herself and 
seven of their children joined the 
exodus from Ljubljana. Their eld- 
est son, a member of the Slovenian 
Guard, remained behind, and noth- 
ing has been learned of his fate. 
They arrived in Klagenfurt, Aus- 
tria, on May 8, and were transport- 
ed into Italy, reaching the camp at 
Monigo di Treviso on May 15. She 
reported there were 1,056 Sloven- 
ians, including about 100 priests, 
in the camp. 

She told how their prayers along 
the road were continued in the 
camps in Austria and in Italy.

“Above all, these 
principles must be respected.” The 


decision, virtually exiling King Leo- 


pold, was ratified by both houses of 
Parliament. The vote in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies was 98 to 6, with 
32 members abstaining. The Senate 
approved the measure by a vote of 
77 to 58. 


The posts vacated by Catholic 
Party members will be filled by 
Socialistsy Liberals and the newly- 
formed Democrats, it is reported. 


The political crisis, which had 
been brewing for some time, was 
brought to a head by a letter from 
King Leopold, who is now residing

They Are Not Attacks, But Defenses 
Against Attacks 


ANY of our non-Catholic and some of our Catholic readers have misinterpreted some of 

the leading articles we have published in recent months. 
attacks on other organizations when, as a matter of fact, every one of them has been only a 
defense against attacks on the Catholic Church, or one or other of her religious policies. 


Over the years this paper has lent itself chiefly to the exposition, in a positive way, 
of Catholic doctrinal, moral and social teaching, leaving to the reader to decide whether any 
counter teaching could be defended. But when, from the abundance of literature, atheistic, 
Communistic, and sectarian, it has become clear to the editors that the American people gen- 
erally, including members of the various Protestant churches, have become victims—unwitting- 
ly we assume—of a movement which is fundamentally anti-Christian, we feel obligated to 
sound a warning, while at the same time we answer the attacks made on the Catholic Church, 
regarded by every subversive influence as the great bulwark of stability in both religion 
and government. 


We hardly need to tell our readers, Catholic or non-Catholic, how widespread has be- 
come the notion that there is nothing inconsistent between Democracy and Communism, and 
that Fascism and Communism represent opposite poles. Is should not be necessary to inform 
them, because of what we see before our very eyes, that many organizations which non- 
Catholics support are anti-Christian in character, and that, even if they play into the hands 
of Protesta they have no greater love for Protestantism than for Catholicism. 


Friends Of What And Whom? 


Did you ever look over the roster of names which appear on the Council of the Friends 
of the Spanish Republic? You will find the names of Protestant Bishops, who have been close- 
ly associated with the Federal Council of Churches, among those who have been openly hos- 
tile to Christianity in general in their writings. What they back is not Democracy in Spain, 
but Communism. 

What the magazine bearing the name The Protestant is promoting is not a Christian 
cause in any sense, but an anti-Christian cause. Such organizations and periodicals are the 
ones which are opposing religious instruction under “released time” under which Protestants 
benefit far more than Catholics (because one-half of the Catholic school population is in 
parochial schools). They are for Russia, and not for “America first.” They receive great 
glee from the relaying of slander by Protestant organizations concocted in their brains, Do 
you believe that by paying attention to them we are doing a service or a disservice to our 
country and to religion generally? 

What is needed in our day is not a new anti-Catholic movement, which always re- 
acts in favor of the Catholic Church, but a campaign against the religious indifferentism by 
which nearly 100,000,000 Americans are affected. On the principle that “he that is not 
with Me is against Me,” these fellow countrymen of ours become more inclined to anti- 
religion than they do to religion. : 


World Needs To Accept Christ 


St. John, the Apostle, wrote to a churchman in the first century that he wished he 
were “either cold or hot”; that it were better to be cold towards religion than lukewarm. 
Lukewarmness is only another name for indifferentism. 

: If the world at large could be prevailed upon te accept the divinity of Christ all the 
evils which we strive to settle by other appeals would vanish. If Christ was God, then His 
religion and His law must be accepted. If Christ was God, then He is universal King, to 
Whom all mankind, including civil rulers as well as their subjects, must render homage. The 
Christian religion is-based on Christ’s divinity, and, therefore, the first duty of churchmen, 
and even of every follower of Christ, is to proclaim this truth, to emphasize it, to offer proof

Moral Sense Perverted 


Ruskin then charges the pagan 
system of education with pervert- 
ing the mora! sense of England. On 
this subject he writes: . 

“The form which the infidelity of 
England has taken, is one hitherto 
unheard of in human history. No 
nation ever before declared boldly, 
by print and word of mouth, that 
its religion was good for show, but 
‘would not work’, . . Other nations 
have taken the position ‘either 
there is or is not a Supreme Ruler; 
we consider of it, declare there is 
not, and proceed accordingly.’ But 
we English have put the matter in 
an entirely new light: ‘There is a 
Supreme Ruler, no question of it, 
only He cannot rule. His orders 
won’t work. He will be quite satis- 
fied with euphonious and respect- 
ful repetition of them. Executions 
would be dangerous under existing 
circumstances, which He certainly 
never contemplated.’ ” 

Ruskin makes some other very 
pertinent observations as follows: 

“Anything which makes religion 
the second object, makes religion 
no object. God will put up with a 
great many things in the human 
heart, but there is one thing He 
will not put up with in it—a second 
place. He who offers God a second 
place, offers Him no place. . . 

“All human government is noth- 
ing else than the executive expres- 
sion of Divine authority. The mo- 
ment government ceases to he the 
practical enforcement of Difvine 
Law, it is tyramny... ”

On December 17, 1198, Innocent 
III, the greatest pope of the Middle 
Ages, gave his solemn approval to 
the Order of the Most Holy Trinity 
for the Redemption of Captives. 
Pontiff gave the founders, 
Saint John de Matha of the Uni- 
versity of Paris and Saint Felix 
of the House of Valois, a white 
habit.

The sanitary arrange- 
ments are most rudimentary: there 
is no water except at the Fatwa 
spring and that is very limited in 
quantity; there are no houses to 
sleep in, no attractions of any sort; 
there is no natural beauty of any 
note, not even flowers. Yet, in 
spite of all this discomfort, hun- 
dreds of thousands of people, stub- 
bornly defying difficulties and 
weariness, go to the Cova da Iria 
every year on the thirteenth of 
May and of October. They leave

On Saturday, the 12th, after 
recitation of a chaplet of the Ros- 
ary and the Litany, interspered 
with hymns to Our Lady, the fa- 
mous procession of candles took 
place.

It 
was an amazing sight to see that 
ocean of flickering lights lifted up 
in a drizzly and gloomy but wind- 
less night. A river of lights soon 
separated from that glowing sea 
and started moving in a single 
direction: that was the procession. 
By means of loud speakers a priest 
led the songs which the great 
human mass sang in a swelling 
chorus, in a complete manifesta- 
tion of collective faith which stir- 
red and raised souls to the Infin- 
ite.

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U. §. Responsibility For A Truly 
Free And Independent Poland 


Washington, July 23—(NC)—Reaffirming the stand 
of the United States Government “for a strong, free and 


independent Polish state,” 


the State Department has de- 
clared that the formation of the new Polish Provisional Gov-' 


ernment does not discharge this country from the respon- 
cibilities it assumed regarding Poland at the Yalta con-

ference. 
If it is decided to supervise the 
forthcoming elections in Poland

are “free” in fact as well as in 
name, “the United States will, of 
course, insist upon its right to 
participate on an equal basis with 


the other powers,” the State De- 


partment declared. 

The position of the American 
Government on the Polisa issue 
was explained in a letter by Act- 
ing Secretary Joseph C. Grew in 
response to a letter from Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan, who said that te him and 
millions of other citizens “the set- 
tlement of the Polish question 


thus far made is inadequate and | 


unconvincing.” 

“There still seems to be no clear 
assurance.” Senator Vandenberg 
wrote, “that determination under 
this new provisional government 
which is imposed upon them by 
Britain, Russia and the United 
States, within Polish boundaries 
similarly dictated by these ex- 
ternal powers.” 


Senator Vandenberg urged that 
“the full weight of our American 
influence” be exerted to bring 
about decisions “which will clear- 
ly serve the end of justice in be- 
half of Poland, not only for the 
sake of Poland but also for the 
sake of all the great powers and 
for the sake of the internationai 
peace and security which we are 
unitedly seeking to establish.” 


In his answer Secretary Grew 
denied that the new government 
had been “imposed” upon the Po- 
lish péople by the Big Three but 
had rather been set up by the 
Poles themselves. He indicated 
however that the United States 
wil keep a close watch on future 
developments to see that the Yal- 
ta agreement is carried out in its 
entirety. 

The United States Government 
“will use its full influence,” Mr. 
Grew told Senator Vandenberg in 
reply to a specific question, to ob- 
tain permission for American cor- 
respondents “to enter Poland in 
order that the American public 
may be informed of the situation

Divorce ‘Grave National 
Problem,’ Says Anglican 
Archbishop Of Canterbury 


Canterbury, Eng., July 23 — 
(NC)— The Anglican Archbishop 
of Canterbury, has proposed a na- 
tion-wide network of public bu- 
reaus in England to help adjust 
marital troubles and check the in- 
crease in the divorce rate, which 
he described as “a grave national 
problem.” Mayors’of every town 
in England should take immediate 
steps to establish such bureaus, 
he declared, and public money 
should be made available. 

The Anglican prelate also de- 
manded government action to pro- 
vide adequate housing to help re- 
store the stability of home life, 
which he said was essential to 
national well-being.

Monument To Be Blessed 


On Sunday, August 12, at Brother 
Andre’s birthplace, a 31-foot monu- 
ment in the form of a granite cross 
will be blessed.

At an altar 
erected at the foot of the cross, 
Solemn Pontifical Mass will be of- 
fered by the Most Rev. Joseph H. 
Prudhomme, Titular Bishop of 
Salde, of the Seminary of Foreign 
Missions at Pont-Viau. The Most 
Rey. Arthur Douville, Bishop of St. 
Hyacinthe, and other members of 
the Hierarchy will be present, 

Before entering religious life, 
Brother Andre was Alfred Bessette, 
the sixth child in a family of 13. 
His father, Isaac Bessette, was a 
poor wheelwright and joiner. When 
Brother Andre was nine,.his father 
died, leaving his mother penniless 
with eleven children to support, 
Two other children had died in in- 
fancy. Brother Andre was a sick- 
ly boy, but he tried to earn a live- 
lihood at shoemaking, baking and 
helping farmers. He worked with 
farmers in Connecticut, but failing 
health forced him to refurn home. 
At 23 he returned to the United 
States, but kept in constant touch 


‘with his friend, Abbe Provencal, 


; 


parish priest at St. Cesaire. 
Arrangements were made for 

him to enter the Holy Cross com- 

munity at St. Laurent in 1870 and 


‘he took the name of Brother Andre. 


Prevented by lack of education from 
studying for the priesthood, he ac- 
cepted obscure tasks with humil- 
ity and happiness. Upon complet- 
ing his novitiate he was named 
porter of a school for boys at the 
foot of Mount Royal, where the 
Oratory is situated. 
Barber For School Boys 

In his leisure moments he served 
as barber for the boys and also 
scrubbed floors and patched clothes. 
His humility and piety drew many 
of the students to him with their 
troubles, and his invariable advice 


was “Ite ad Joseph” (Go to Jo- 


seph). Parents soon learned from 
their sons of the humble Brother 
and took their troubles to him. 
Crowds of sick and infirm sought 
his aid. 

In 1904 the great shrine atpp 
Mount Royal began to take shape. 
First a tiny chapel was erected, and 
as the fame of shrine spread the 
crypt, which accommodates several 
thousand, was begun. 
Basilica that towers above Mount 
Royal and is visible for miles will 
not be completed until after the 
war. It will accommodate 20,000. 


Brother Andre did not live to see 
the dedication of the Basilica. He 
died on January 6, 1937. The sick- 
ly boy of St. Gregoire le Grand 
lived to the age of 92. For years 
he occupied a humble office near 
the crypt, where he was visited by 
hundreds of thousands of pilgrims 
from all over the world. 


Hidden Treasures Return 
To Cathedral At Aachen 


Aachen, Germany, July 23, — 
(NC)— The famous treasury of 
the Cathedral here, consisting of 
valuable shrines, relics, gems. and 
vestments, has now been recovered 
from its hiding place in an iron 
mine near Siegen. The Treasury 
had been removed from the city 
at the outbreak of the war to 
protect it from air raids. It was 
first taken to Bueckeberg, then lo 
Meissen and eventually to Siegen.

Seattle, July 23 —(NOC)— It 
takes just about ten seconds to 
recite a Hail Mary.

James Keefe, Army flier, related 
what those ten seconds and a Hail 
Mary meant to him. 

He was in a raid, 5,000 feet 
above a battered German city, 
when his plane was disabled. He 
adjusted his parachute and pre- 
pared to bail out, but just be- 
fore taking the plunge, he paused 
to offer a Hail Mary. During 
those few seconds a burst of flak 
came up around the ship. Lieu- 
tenant Keefe said that if he had 
jumped without pausing for pray- 
er, he is certain he should have 
been caught in the middie of the 
flak. 

As things turned out, he land- 
ed in the city suburbs and was 
later taken prisoner.

Aid For Hungry Europe 


Two relief projects sponsored by the Brethren Service 
Committee of the Churches of the Brethren for the destitute 
in Europe have been commended by the Rev. Herman J, 
Miller, pastor of St. John’s church, Goshen, and Diocesan 
Director of the Catholic Rural Life Conference with head- 
quarters at 111 W. Monroe street. 


The first is the “Heifers For Re-? 


lief’ Project” which seeks to secure 


'dairy heifers calves for shipment 


as bred cattle to the war-torn lands 
of Poland and France and the city 
of Rome. Through personal con- 
ference with the committee, the Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. Luigi Liguitti, national 
executive of the Catholic Rural 
Life Conference, has elected to 
work with this project rather than 
set up Catholic offices therein. 


The situation of depleted dairy 
cattle in Europe is desperate. The 
malnutrition of children for lack of 
milk can be visualized. 


Only pure bred stock can be con- 
sidered and all proper dairy’ hand- 
ling is arranged in northern In- 
diana. Communicate with the 
Heifer Project Committee, Nap- 
panee, Ind., or write to the address 
above. Funds are needed to man- 
age and make the shipment and 
Catholic attendants are needed to 
go along with the cattle to Europe. 


The second project by the Breth- 
ren Service Committee is the cam- 
paign to send a quantity of wheat 
to the destitute people of the Neth- 
erlands. 


“All our Rural Clergy should 
know of this project and possibly 
help along. There are Catholic 
people, too, who suffer in Holland,” 
said Father Miller. 


Mr. Paul Phillips, route five 
Goshen, heads the committee which 
seeks to obtain contributions that 
will total at least 1,400 bushels of 
wheat, enough to fill a car load. 
It is hoped that at least two or 
three car loads may be shipped 
from Elkhart county. ! 

All farmers who care to partic- 
ipate are asked to take their wheat 
to the Martin Feed Mill, New Paris, 
where the grain will be prepared 
for shipment. If necessary the 
committee will arrange for hauling 
the wheat from the farm of the 
contributor to the mill, Mr. Phil- 
lips stated.

One of the first farmers to of- 
fer a contribution was George 
Craig of southwest of Nappanee. 
He plans to give half of the Sr 
of an 18-acre field of wheat. alf 
the yield is expected to approach 
250 bushels, which have a market 
value of $375.
